Frozen and dried eggs intended for 
human consumption are largely used 
for cooking purposes where inferior­ 
ity may be concealed, as in baking 
cakes or making custards, 
omelets,

drying and freezing has greatly in­ 
creased in the past fewr years.

•“ ly fresh marketable eggs in the shell 
command a high price and there is 
difficulty In meeting the demand for 
them; but laige quantities of question- 
«« able eggs, often bought at very lowr 
prices, have 
been brought out for 
cooking purposes 
by 
disreputable 
firms, being preserved by freezing or 
drying until ready 
for use. 
Some 
dealers, how’ever, manufacture a sat­ 
isfactory product by the use of good 
eggs 
handled 
under 
proper 
condi­ 
tions.

There is no objection to drying or 
freezing good eggs under proper san­ 
itary conditions; in fact, there are 
some advantages to be gained by pre­ 
serving eggs in this manner, although 
the manufacturing processes devised 
by man, as a rule, do not improve the 
quality of nature’s work. 
Conditions 
of modern life and commerce must, ¡ 
however, be met, and dried eggs or 
eggs in a frozen condition may be 
shipped long distances, and require 
less space for transportation and stor­ 
age than do eggs in the shell.
